DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the U.S.A on 4/13/05. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of the foreign application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(b). The 
document numbers sent as certified copy do not match the document number claiming 
as priority. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed April 13, 2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Only the US patent No 6,463,385 is considered. A copy of the references CA 

2305633 and WO 02/401 12 A1, and the publication by Muramoto et al. was not 

provided and therefore they are not considered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-6, 9-10, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , it is unclear whether the movement sensor and the physiological 
sensor generated a data. 

In claim 9, the phrase "drift is be checked" is unclear. 

In claim 10, at line 3, the phrase "to receive it data" is unclear. There appears to 
be a typo error. 

Also in claim 10, the GPS system is not the same as a global position sensor 
therefore lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the data" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 2-6 are also rejected for incorporating the deficiencies of their base claim. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "the GPS system" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 4-6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim 3. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 
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4-6 have not been further treated on the merits. A multiple dependent claim shall not 
serve as a basis for any other multiple dependent claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-8 are allowed.
